Terriflo Explosion at London 
Bridge Alarms the City and 


Mystifies Detectives. 


The Famous Structure Unharmed—Xo 


Lives Lost and So One Hurt— 


Full Details. 


Europe Alarmed at American Competi- 


tion iu Her Own Markets—Rev- 


olution iu Cuba.

LONDON, Dec. lo.—At 5:40 Saturday 


evening an attempt was made to blow up 
London bridge. Fortunately, howovci, the 
affair resulted in an ab.sitrJ fiasco. The only 
damage done, as far as can be ascertained, 
it. the destruction ot perhaps £50 worth

bridge is known to be the most thronged 
thoroughfare in the world. It is estimated 
that fifty thousand people from the London, 
Chatham & Uoter Railway Station alone 
pass to and fro on the bridge dally. Four 
lines ot vehicle traffic aie with difficulty 
kept moving by policemen stationed within 
a few yards of each other, and the side- 
walks are proportionately crowded 
for 


eighteen hours out of the twenty-lour. 


A policeman, who at the time of the ex- 


plosion was standing on top of the steps 
leading to the steamboat pier on the Sur- 
rey sure of the river, with liib back to the 
btream, says he saw a blinding glare like 
sheet lightning, v.liich was followed by a 
terrific icpovt. He

and his helmet was blown some yards away 
by the concussion. He ran to the police 
station and ga\e the alarm.
